proposed high level Dos Rios 
Dam across the Eel River near 
Round Valley would nrovide 
900 000 acre feet of water yearly 
to the Sacramento-San Joaqum 
delta, experts told the editors of 
the Redwood Empire at a 
briefing here Saturday 


The dam would provide a 


reserve of water that would firm 
up the state's water contracts in 
dry years and assure the delta 
counties of water quality at the 
same time, proponents of the 
dam said 


Engineer Tom Wales, a 


consultant to the Kaiser Report 
on the dam, and Willard Hansen,

Have you ever thought about 
“tact” and the power it packs 
for those who know how to use it 
well? 
Tact can be a major 
factor in determining how you 
get along with everybody else — 
family, teachers, dates and 
close friends. 
If you are 
skillfully tactful, you can be sure 
you will have more friends than 
those who are not. And this, like 
good 
manners 
and 
good 
character, is one more kind of 
power with which you can make 
your life more satisfying and 
successful. Such a skill is worth 
developing. 
The dictionary says tact is the 
"skill of expressing oneself 
without giving offense.” That 
definition oversimplifies it a 
little bit. Carried to its extreme, 
you could go a whole lifetime 
without offending anyone by not 
saying anything at all or by 
always agreeing with everybody 
no matter what they say. 
Obviously, that would make 
you a “nothing” since you would 
never express opinions of your 
own—just go along with what 
everybody else said and did — a 
wishy-washy, pointless way to 
Uve, and nobody would admire 
you for it. At the other extreme, 
of course, you could be one of 
those utterly, brutally frank 
persons with no tact whatever — 
which 
would 
practically 
guarantee you a friendless 
existence. 
Since no normal teen-ager 
would choose either of thoae 
extremes, It follows that every 
young person would like to be 
truly tactful. It can work magic 
in your relationships with 
others! 
Tact is like adding 
frosting to the coke! 
For example, suppose you 
receive a phone rail at a very 
inconvenient time and must toll 
the caller you are unable to talk 
at the moment 
The tactful 
thing to do » to be sure the caUer 
knows you are not trying to 
avoid the call, to you con take 
the sting out of your refusal to 
talk by saying. “When may I

Another situation which or 


second, you know it means mucft 
trouble for all concerned if you 
are caught. Even though you 
know it will be offensive, you 
must say "No” — forget tact — 
turn the invitation down cold. 
You can think of many similar 
situations in which it would be 
both right and proper to forget 
tact and say "No” without any 
hesitation. 
Young people in their teens 
are especially sensitive to the 
disapproval of others and often 
go to considerable lengths to win 
approval even when a situation 
may be questionable. The need 
for approval should never 
overshadow the necessity to 
protect your reputation, your 
health and your peace of mind. 
It may be temporarily un­ 
pleasant to have to say "No” to 
someone, but in most cases it 
can be said with tact and thus 
cause no ill feelings. 
When 
necessary, however, say "No” 
— and mean it!

SACRAMENTO (AP) — The 
bitter legislative battle over tax 
reform shifts to the Senate this 
week as Democrats press their 
own approach to the session’s 
most 
controversial 
and 
politically tough issue. 
All of the attention on tax 
legislation in the preceding 18 
weeks has been the Assembly, 
where Gov. Reagan has tried 
and failed to win approval of his 
$1 billion package of tax 
reductions, increases and shifts. 
Democrats are refusing to 
vote on the bills, and they have 
been shelved with no guarantee 
they’ll be taken up again. 
The Republican governor, 
seeking re-election, has blamed 


Democrats completely for the 
impasse and vowed to let the 
voters know who is holding up 
tax relief. 
But the Democrats are in­ 
sisting that a boost in state aid to 
local schools must accompany 
tax relief, and their Senate 
colleagues are taking that ap­ 
proach.

signed a resolution calling for an 
investigation of the judge's 
actions and they represent 
millions of Americans. Yet, the 
prevailing opinion here is that 
the matter will be swept under 
the congressional rug. 


Many liberals in Congress 


would have you believe that the 
impeachment move is merely a 
spite action by conservatives in 
retaliation for the Senate's 
rejection of two southern judges 
to the Supreme Court. 


But in reality, 
the im- 


peachment movement against 
Douglas was building long 
before most of the American 
public ever heard of Judge 
Clement Haynesworth or G. 
Harrold Carswell — men who 
were turned down on allegations 
of "judicial impropriety" and 
"insensitivity" 
to judicial 


ethics. In my own opinion both 
were rejected, pure and simple, 
because they were southerners 
and conservative. 


THERE IS a double standard 


being applied by the liberals, 
and the whole issue involving 
Justice Douglas 
is 
being 


clouded. The impeachment 
questions really boil down to: 
has the justice been guilty of 
impropriety and insensitivity, 
and has he expressed opinions 


counter to the laws he has sworn 
to uphold? 


The first charge against 


Douglas deals with the question 
of impropriety. He admittedly 
was paid $12,000 a year as 
president of the Parvin Foun- 
dation, said to be financed from 
Las Vegas gambling casinos. He 
is also charged with having 
helped establish the foundation 
and rendering legal advice to its 
founder, Albert Parvin. 


Under the law, supreme court 


justices may not practice law on 
the side. The question is simple: 
did he or did he not practice law 
in the giving of this legal advice, 
if in fact, he gave such advice? 


Justice Douglas did in fact 


take part in a Supreme Court 
decision involving publisher

published articles. Again the 
quesi'on is simple: After having 
received pay from Ginsberg for 
an article, did it constitute 
"insensitivity" to judicial ethics 
on Douglas' part when he voted 
in favor of Ginsberg?

Justice Douglas, in his book,

violence and revolution? 


Under the law, a member of

Under the law, any wrongs by a 
repressive government are to be 


righted by peaceful means— 
through the courts. Those who 
act otherwise must be dealt with 
by the court, of which Justice

The deepening interest in our country’s air, water, meadows 
and mountains is editing. It means there is a growing con­ 
sciousness that the land and the resources require stewardship 
rather than exploitation. It means there is a determined effort to 
convey to the young the remaining unspoiled glades and valleys 
that we have known in the past. 


There are some in the business community who dismiss the 
whole effort to cleanse the environment as an anti-business or anti 
capitalist movement. And it is indeed true that some ideological 
groups — one thinks of SDS for example — do tend to find a 
dastardly capitalist behind every plume of smoke. 


However, the main thrust of public concern stems from two 
merging sources: one is the lav people who see with their own eyes, 
and smell with their own nose, the deepening haze, stinking 
rivers, mounting trash' heaps, endless power and telephone and 
utility lines; the other group is the ecologists who are sounding the 
tocsin against pollutants that threaten man and his life-chain itself 


The main thrust toward a better environment, then, is the

substandard, faulty equipment 
to guide the tourists into 
Washington.

ineptness within the Federal 
Aviation Administration, which 
is responsible for air safety.

cidents” in 1989, although in­

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Ecology Gets Exciting 


(FROM THE CARSON CITY NEVADA APPEAL) 


The deepening interest in our country's air, water, meadows 


and mountains is ejfciting. It means there is a growing con- 
sciousness that the land and the resources require stewardship 
rather than exploitation. It means there is a determined effort to 
convey to the young the remaining unspoiled glades and valleys 
that we have known in the past. 


There are some in the business community who dismiss the 


whole effort to cleanse the environment as an anti-business or anti 
capitalist movement. And it is indeed true that some ideological 
groups — one thinks of SDS for example — do tend to find a 
dastardly capitalist behind every plume of smoke. 


However, the main thrust of public concern stems from two 


merging sources: one is the lay people who see with their own eyes, 
and smell with their own nose, the deepening haze, stinking 
rivers, mounting trasK'heaps, endless power and telephone and 
utility lines; the other group is the ecologists who are sounding the 
tocsin against pollutants that threaten man and his life-chain itself. 


The main thrust toward a better environment, then, is the 


result of observations by both the trained and untrained. Sensitive 
men are becoming increasingly worried about a conquest and 
subjugation of nature that may result in the death of life and the 
vanishing of numerous animal species. 


It is simply not provable that one or another economic system 


pollutes and another does not. Communist nations such as the 
Soviet Union have grave pollution problems, along with capitalist 
and socialist ones. If anything, the fecundity of capitalism provides 
the economic margin to clean up our pollution messes. A smoke 
scrubber, for example, is a luxury few Soviet industries can afford. 
If capitalism's dynamic economy is the world's main polluter, it is 
also the system most likely to cleanse itself, simply because it has 
the most available surplus. 


The secret of any breakthrough into an open, unpolluted world, 


is recycling our waste. Everything that is used can be used again. 
Our cars, our beer cans, our bottles, our sewage water, and even 
the ash going up our chimneys can be put to new uses. At present 
technology has no way to dismantle a used car for its metal more 
cheaply than we can mine new metal, or collect beer cans more 
cheaply than we can mine aluminum ore. If American capitalism 
can fabricate goods more efficiently than any other system, then 
surely its genius can be applied to disassembling those same goods 
and reusing them. 


The alternative is simply to run out, some day, of the world's 


natural resources.

WASHINGTON — A special 


task force, assigned to in- 
vestigate "a marked increase" 
of close calls in the skyways 
over the nation's canital. has 
found dangerous, sometimes 
chaotic, flying conditions. 


All too often, inexperienced 


and overworked controllers use 
incorrect 
procedures 
and 


substandard, faulty equipment 
to guide the tourists into 
Washington. 


This is the substance of the 


task force's report, one of 
several 
inside documents 


slipped to this column. Com- 
bined, they tell a chilling story of 
ineptness within the Federal 
Aviation Administration, which 
is responsible for air safety. 


Four veteran 
controllers 


made up the task force, which 
studied the operations of the 
Washington Air Route Traffic 
Control Center. 
Their report 


cites 24 "hazardous flight in- 
cidents" in 1969, although in- 
siders assert at least twice that 
many 
went 
unreported. 


Sometimes the pilot narrowly 
escaped disaster by swerving 
out of the path of an oncoming 
pfene only yards away from a 
collision. 


FAA BLUNDERS 


Similar frightening conditions 


exists, say the insiders, over 
many busy airports. 
FAA 


blunders and bad equipment 
have come close to costing 
hundreds of lives. 


Mistatkes usually occurred, 


the task force found, when 
controllers were doubling up on 
their duties "for lunch relief, 
coffee breaks" and other 
reasons. 


"It was determined that eight 


of the incidents were the result 
of low proficiency or experience 
level," stated the report. 


In another nine near-misses, 


the task force found "that 
supervision was inadequate at 
the time of the incident." The 
supervisor shortage was hard to 
correct, declared the report, 
"because of the limited number 
of 
qualified 
controllers 


available." 


At least 16 near-rnisses were 


blamed on "lack of attention" 
by the controllers. The report 
suggested that controllers may 
have been influenced by "illness 
•. .use of medication or drugs .. 
. fatigue . . . stress of personal 
problems . . . (and) suscep- 
tibility to job stress." 


Controllers must rely on 


"substandard" equipment, the 
report charges, for their picture 
of the traffic pattern — which 
often turns into a whirling 
vortex cf planes as the traffic 
builds up over the Washington 
.airports. 


EQUIPMENT FAILURES 
Controller performance may 


be affected, said the task force, 
by 
"partial 
or complete 


equipment failure," out of 
service for maintenance" or 
"substandard performance of 
primary radar. 


"Requests for more or better 


equipment," added the report, 
usually met with "lack of at- 
tention" from top FAA officials. 


The FAA, meanwhile, has 


come up with an ingenious plan 
for improving Washington's 
near-miss record. This can be 


accomplished, 
the 
FAA 


reasoned, simply by not asking 
pilots to file reports on their 
close calls. 


In a February 11, 1970, order, 


Joseph 
R. 
Wilson, 
the 


Washington 
facility 
chief, 


quoted an FAA rule: "Control 
personnel shall no longer ask the 
crew member 'DO YOU IN- 
TEND TO FILE AN OFFICIAL 
NEAR MICAIR COLLISION 
REPORT?1 " 


Wilson stressed that near- 


miss reports shouldn't be 
solicited by adding: "Repeat — 
shall no longer." 


Contacted by this column, 


Wilson explained that he was 
merely repeating a three-year- 
old FAA rule and denied that he 
intends to doctor his center's 
near-miss record. 


Footnote: 
This column 


recently told of an air tragedy 
over Weldon, N.C., where six 
men were killed on April 15 
because of a malfunctioning 
radar that the FAA had been 
warned to correct. The story 
troubled 10-year-old Billy Joe 
Martin of Clinton, Md., 
who 


wrote an urgent letter to 
President Nixon. 


"Six men were killed. They 


were killed in two planes," 
reported Billy. 
"The radar 


System was broke. Please send 
money to fix it." Taped to the 
letter were a dime and five 
pennies. 
"The money is from 


me and friends," he explained. 


Who will now explain to Billy

From time to time, like any 


other responsible citizen, I 
vouchsafe my suggestions to the 
nation's airlines. This oc- 
casional act of patriotism, it 
occurred to me after the meal I 
was served aboard 
Eastern 


Airlines, the other day flying 
from New York to Jacksonville, 
is overdue. My mother taught 
me not to put things off, so after 
eating that meal, or rather 
trying to,I dispatched there and 
then a little note to the president 
of Eastern, advising him that I 
had just been served the worst 
meal in 30 years of flying, 
congratulating him on this 
extraordinary achievement, and 
suggesting he might want to 
send a note to the world 
almanacs to register the day, 
the hour, and the flight number. 


Eastern is capable of being 


responsive in these matters. I 
remember a few years ago, 
flying to Miami, and asking the 
stewardess for a glass of wine 
with my lunch. She responded 
that Eastern didn't serve wine 
on flights to Miami, but if I 
would fly their flight to Mexico, I 
would be given wine to drink. I 
told her I could think of less 
convoluted ways of getting wine 
to drink than flying to Mexico, 
and I dropped a note to the 
president of Eastern, who 
replied that the firm's policy 
was not to serve wine on flights 
that lasted less than three hours. 
That struck me as a challenge, 
and 
for 
many 
months 


thereafter, flying to Miami, I 
would drop postcards to the 
president 
(of 
Eastern), 


describing the pleasures of the 
wine aboard National Airlines. 
Some months later, a messenger 
from Eastern arrived with a 
most enormous basket of fruit, 
delicacies, and wines, on which 
was attached a note from the 
president, saying simply, and 
rather sweetly I thought, "I 
surrender."

How To Save A 
Life 


Dr. Colcman 


IT WAS with astonishment 


and pride that I watched a 15- 
year-old girt give artificial 
respiration to an adult man 
who had panicked at a beach 
and was pulled out of the 
water unconscious. So adept 
was she that I did not inter- 
fere or even introduce myself 


as a 
doctor 


until she need- 
ed to tie re- 
lieved to rest. 
She later told 
me that she 
had never be- 
fore done this 
but that she 
had 1 e a r n ed 
the method at 
her school and 
%v a s prepared 
for 
such 
an 


emergency. 


There is great gratification 


in knowing that you have 
been responsible for saving a 
life. 
The 
technique is 
not 


complicated and 
should 
be 


learned by everyone. 


The basic principle of mouth 


to mouth resuscitation is to 
force air and oxygen into the 
victim's lungs. The rescuer 
can do this by breathing into 
the mouth of the unconscious 
person. 


First loosen ties, belts, gir- 


dles and other constrictions 
and place the victim on his 
back, face up. Then make sure 
that the victim's mouth is 
empty and nothing is blocking 
the .free flow of air. 


Tilt the victim's head back 


as far as possible and with 
fingers under the jaw, push it 
upward. 


The rescuer must take a 


deep breath and place his 
mouth securely over the vic- 
tim's mouth and forcibly blow 
lifesaving breath into it. Re- 
peat this cycle about 18 or 20 
times a minute. For a small 
child blow more gently and 
more quickly about 25 tisnes 
a minute. The victim's mouth 
can be covered by a hander- 
chief so that the rescuer's lips 
are not in direct contact. 
Some people are bothered by 


this. Too forceful or rapid 
breathing can make the res- 
cuer himself very dizzy. Ex- 
haustion can be avoided by 
getting 
another 
person 
to 


take over every few minutes. 


The success of resuscitation 


depends on preventing leak- 
age of air through the vic- 
tim's nose. For if the rescuer 
breathes 
into 
the 
victim's 


mouth and much of it is last 
through his nose, valuable 
oxygen is wasted. 


Therefore pinch the victim's 


nose while you blow your 
breath into him, thus making- 
sure the air is going directly 
to the lungs. 


A rescuer can actually cov- 


er both the nose and the 
mouth of a small child with 
his own lips. 


Do not be discouraged if the 


victim does not respond im- 
mediately. Continue resusci- 
tation while someone else is 
calling for professional help. 


An unconscious victim of 


electric shock must be care- 
fully ramoved from the live 
wires for your own safety. 
Any wooden or rubber imple- 
ment can do this without 
danger to yourself. 


It was with great pleasure 


that I learned that this young 
"lifesaving girl" was given a 
community o.ward for her ef- 
forts. It gave .me a comfort- 
able feeling to know that 
adolescents can find many re- 
wards when they aim their 
efforts in the right direction.

For the average middle-class 
child, the contemporary kinder­ 
garten is a disaster, Hunt feels, 
because after one or two years of 
nursery school, there are no new 
experiences. Parents are sternly 
forbidden to teach their children 
to read if they show interest at 
home, and in the schools the same 
negative attitude is ruthlessly ap­ 
plied to any interest in words, 
numbers, letters. 
What makes the situation po­ 
tentially tragic is that a child who 
is not permitted to "match” inter­ 
est and achievement at the time 
when he or she is ready to do so 
may never be ready again. The 
child who is ready to read at five, 
but is forbidden to do so by a 
bureaucratic kindergarten teach­ 
er and is ignored by his parents, 
ntay he a reading problem by the 
age of seven. Even more alarm­
